Having in mind the prevention ol 
wast,, and the economic utilization of 
raw materials produced In Canada, 
Lord Bhaughnessy has authorized Ar- 
thur II. Mille. Limited, the Canadian 
branch of a well known Boston or- 
ganisation of analytical chemists, to 
undertake a comprehensive research 
stud] on cereal straws In Canada, to 
include the Btrfcw of wheal, oats, bar- 
ley and rye, and having for its pur- 
pose the Industrial utilisation of the 
excess straw now commonly burned 
in the West.

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criticism rendered with impartiality and permeated with 
ft fraternal desire to remedy and make perfect is a thing of iiiestini- 
ftble value. It is an instrument, unexcelled as a means of putting 
the finishing touches .upon personality and achievement. True cri- 
ticism is a pruning knife, keen of blade and skilfully wielded, with 
which the objectiouablo branches are hewn away and those desir- 
able thus aided to maturity. Such is the worth of criticism in its 
truest sense. 

And yet we are all too often impressed with the fact that this 
flame instrument indiscriminately wielded, may defeat its purpose 
ftntirely. In the hands of the thoughtless and irrational fault-finder 
so-called criticism is disgusting and destructive beyond measure. 

It is a deplorable, yet none the less a fact that such indiscrimiu- 
ftte critics-*-if indeed they may be termed critics — abound in every 
Walk in life. Very often the whole structure of such a faultfinder's 
criticism is based upon some trivial and frequently imagined de- 
tail. Jumping from conclusion to conclusion the would-be critic 
thoughtlessly plunges headlong into injustice and irrationality. An 
uncontrollable passion as it were for aimless and thoughtless critic- 
ism. 

A recent case offers itself as an example of such au uu founded 
display of fault-finding. A certain percentage of one of the com- 
panies of the McGill Contingent C. O. T. C. is composed of non-stu- 
dents, Thus these outsiders are brought into close contact with 
members of the undergraduate, body. At a recent drill, during a few 
minutes of respite, one of these strangers struck up a conversation 
with the man next to him. Doubtless he was unaware at the time 
that hiB listener was a student. However, monopolizing the conver- 
sation, he immediately entered upon a denunciation of the lack of iu- 
erest displayed by McGill students with regard to things military. 
Apparently his criticism Avas entirely based upon the poor marching 
which featured a previous parade. The student suppressed a very 
strong desire to administer a physical rather than a verbal correc- 
tion. However, he contented himself with enquiring if the would-be 
critic was aware that over eighteen hundred McGill students, past 
and present, arc in uniform. This enquiry rather restored the 
stranger to his senses, and after floundering a little he weakly asked 
"is that sot" Had this timely little injunction not been inserted the 
Titio would undoubtedly have continued to rain invectives upon the 
ads of the careless students. However, when his attention was 
drawn to the injustice and falsity of his accusations he quite ap- 
preciated his ridiculous performance. This is merely one example 
of the many similar perpetrations which wc are so often obliged to 
submit to. 

Nothing can be more aggravating or more disgustiug than such 
thoughtless verbosity, and certainly false criticism is one of the 
greatest deterrents to organization, whether in the University or 
elaewUere. There can be one, and only one antidote for this nuis- 
ance, and that is thought. A moment's thought before criticising 
would eliminate this careless fault-finding, and establish true critic- 
ism, which seeks not to magnify the mistakes of others, but to cor- 
rect them.

In his "Old and New" department 
of the Montreal Gazette, "U. V." (Or. 
John Heade, P.R.S.C.), has the fol- 
lowing to say concerning the for- 
bears of Lieut. \V. A. D. ParueU, 
M.C., Arts '17, whose death in France 
was announced some time ago, und 
whose set of Encyclopaedia Britannica 
has been presented to the McGill 
Students' Union by his mother, Lady 
Congleton : 

"Of the family to which the late 
Lieut. Parnell belonged there is one- 
member who has won a respectable 
place in literature. In Johnsou's 
Lives of the Poets some pages are 
devoted to the writings of Thomas 
Parnell It is worthy of note that 
Johnson begins his critique of Par- 
neil with a tribute of praise to his 
friend Goldsmith. He would will- 
ingly, he says, decline the task of 
writing the life of Dr. Parnell since 
it has been written by "a man of 
such, variety or powers and such fe- 
licity of performance that he always 
seemed to do best that which he was 
doing; a man who had the art of 
being minute without tedlousness and 
general without coufuston; whose 
language was copious without exub- 
erance, exact without constraint and 
easy without weakness. What such 
an author has told who would tell 
again'.'" He adds that he has made an 
abstract from Goldsmith's larger nar- 
rative, and, in doing so, had the 
gratification of availing himself of 
the opportunity that it afforded him 
of "paying due tribute to tho memory 
of Goldsmith.' Thomas Parnell was, 
says the biographer, the son of a 
common wealtlis-man of the same 
name who, at the Restoration (1600), 
lctt Congleton in Cheshire, where the 
family had been established for some 
centuries, and settled in Ireland. 
Thomas, who inherited both the es- 
tate in Ireland and the property in 
Cheshire, was horn in Dublin in 1679, 
was educated ut Trhilty College in 
that city, was ordaiucu by the Btsliop 
of Derry, and in 1705 was made 
Archdeacon of Clogher. lie married 
"Mrs. Anne Mlnchin, an amiable lady, 
by whom he had two sons, who died 
young, and a daughter who long sur- 
vived him." Johnson suys that His 
change of party, on the fall of the 
Whigs, did not escape censure from 
those whom he deserted, but his new 
friends made much of him. In May, 
1716, he was presented to the living 
of Finglas, but In July, 1717, he died 
at Chester'on his way to Ireland. Pope 
selected from his compositions Uiobg 
that he deemed best, and dedicated 
the posthumous book to the Earl of 
Oxford. These Include "A Night 
Piece on Death," "A H>mu to Con- 
tentment," and **riie Hermit," John- 
son finds Parnell's praise In the easy 
sweetness of his diction, says that he 
is sprightly without effort, and al- 
though ho never ravishes, he always 
delights. But the critic who has 
most highly extolled Parnell's gifts 
and achievements Is Mr. Edmund YV. 
Oosse. "The Hermit may," he says 
"be considered the apex and che' 
d'oeuvre of Augustan poetry in Eny 
land." In the Night-piece and Hymn 
to Contentment, Parnell has shown 
himself the disciple of Milton and 
"wields the ringing octosyllabic mea- 
sure as no one has done since II Pen- 
seroso was published." 

"On the poet's death, the estates 
that he held passed to his brother, 
John, who was a barrister and a mem- 
ber of Parliament, and in 1722 was 
appointed one of tho Judges of the 
Kings Bench. His son, John, also 
a member of Parliament, was in 1766 
created a baronet and his grandson, 
Sir Henry Urooke Parnell, was In 1814 
raised to the peerage as Baron Con- 
gleton, As our readers have doubt- 
less seen, Lady Congleton, in honor 
of-her Eon's memory, has presented 
to the library of the McGill Students' 
Union, the set of the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, of which he had made use 
while he was a student at the uni- 
versity."

Mr. Mathewson is the son of the 
late Adams Mathewson of Montreal. 
He was educated at McGtll, and spent 
a short time surveying the Great 
Lakes under Eugene Coste and H. 
10. Vautelet. He then went to the 
Western States and engaged in min- 
ing englr.oerlng. There he engaged 
In lead smelting and subsequently 
went lo Mexico, where he was en- 
gaged at some of the largest mining 
plants, especially dealing with copper 
ore. Me later went to Antafogasta, 
Chile, where he was concerned in 
mining enterprises until the fall of 
1901. 

In June, 1902, Mr. Mathewson went 
to Anaconda, where he took charge 
of the metallurgy work at the vast 
mines. He there made a new record 
in copper smelting and achieved 
scientific work which won him 'recog- 
nition all over the world. 

He was recently asked to take the 
post of general manager in Canada 
ror the Hrltlsh America Nickel Cor 
poration, with headquarters at To- 
ronto. On leaving Anaconda he was 
given a farewell by the citizens, not 
only on account of his scientific and 
business achievements, hut because 
of his work as a citizen there.

staff of this institution in India there 
are 150 men, of which number only 
ten are not Indians. 

When the war broke out the secre- 
taries of India saw what a calamity 
it would be if the Indians were taken 
to France, and there see Christians 
fighting against Christians, and then 
not be allowod to see any other side 
of the affair. With this in view 12 
secretaries who could receive no per- 
mission to go on board ship went to 
France with the first Indian troops 
as stowaways in the first class cabin, 
tor they were told by the command- 
ing officers that while they could not 
be allowed to go on board, still, if 
they did do so they would not be put 
oft. Thus the first secretaries to 
land with the troops in France were 
Indian. Thus to Canada we owe a 
great deal to the Indian secretaries 
for the work they have done among 
our Canadian troops when they first 
landed to France. 

The great majority of troops were 
from the Punjab, and the Governor of 
this district said that the people of 
India, relatives and friends of the 
troops, were anxious to hear from 
the men in France, and asked the 
Y. M. C. A. to help the people. They 
did so by supplying a corps of men 
to write letters, and another corps of 
men In India to read these letters 
when they arrived. These acts of the 
secretaries aroused the Indians, for 
they did not understand why these 
men were cutting their hair, writing 
their letters and a host of odds and 
ends for which they received no pay, 
but they attributed It to Ood. The 
work In Mesopotamia Is the most 
hazardous off any known work. The 
frightful heat of the summer time, at 
times 130 degrees in the shade, and 
the prevalent fevers and dy Ben try, 
makes this country a terrible place 
to work. In spite of all the hard- 
ships and hazards there are 66 sec- 
retaries, with halt that number of 
institutions. British East Africa Is 
another extremely difficult place to 
work in. since it is so far away from 
the railway. Indian secretaries are 
working in great numbers at both 
'hese places, and also at Sinai, the 
"and of the forty years of wandering 
of the children of Israel. A point 
worthy of note Is that many of the 
secretaries are themselves Indians 
who have been trained In Universities 
of India. 

A departure from the regular work 
undertaken In foreign fields Is that of 
physical training. In India the peo- 
ple are prone to sit In the shade of 
a tree, and mediate, forgetting the 
use of the body. A still more strik- 
ing Item on the programme of the 
t, M . secretaries is that of Instruct- 
ing Indians in the use of modern 
farming implements and machinery. 
At first the Indians did not take to 
their use, but by degrees they are 
recognizing that by this means they 
can obtain more rice from their 
fields, and the secretaries by this 
means are able to keep many Indians 
from going to bed at night without 
supper. 

The Y. M. C. A. In great cities Is 
raising light houses to lift men from 
the vice of the East Into a know- 
ledge of truth and righteousness. In- 
dia is now tn the stretching process, 
and is trying to fit herself to the con- 
ditions she tinds herself in, and the 
new ideas everywhere being present- 
ed. There Is a great need for good 
literature, for in India there are more 
books on the cheap novel style, and 
books by Huxley and other infidels 
than there Is on any bookshelf in this 
country. The Y. M. is filling this 
need, and they have a great number 
of men employed in writing and dis- 
tributing good literature.
